ALTHOUGH TI am not quite unknown to the Pusr ic, 

et as I am about to preſent myſelf before it in a new 
dreſs, I feel a weight upon me ariſing from the reſpect I 
bear to its opinion, I wiſh to render that load as little op- 
preſſive as poſſible by expoſing, without reſerve, my anxieties 
and my hopes from this new undertaking. No man without 
arrogance can anticipate approbation ; it is the impartial 
judgment of the World that muſt decide the degree of merit 
due to any literary performance whatever. The fondneſs 
of an author for the offspring of his brain is ſometimes ſeen 
to draw. him into a diſguſting confidence, a confidence which 
has been found to have no ſmall ſhare-in his ill ſucceſs. Of 
this danger I am fully aware ; I am however, not without 
hopes, even flattering hopes. The part which I had in 
eſtabliſhing a literary Work under this name, though of a 
different nature, juſtifies my pretenſions, more eſpecially as 
the ſame reverence for Pr1xc1iPLe and TRUTH which per- 
vaded, which ſo peculiarly diſtinguiſhed that Work, is the 
great motive for my commencing this. In the conduct 
and proſecution of it, it will be ſeen whether iy Political 
Principles, by which alone I defire to be known to, or 
eſtimated by, my Fellow-Citizens, have been ſhaken, or 
whether they are not rather confirmed. The Proſpectus, or 
title page, ſhews the nature and the extent of the object of 
this enterprize; it is therefore obvious, that ſeeluſion from 
the world, which would be a conſiderable impediment to 
the proſperity of a Newſpaper, will, to an attempt of this 
kind, be found an advantage. As I have thought it nece(- 
ſay tg give, in the Firſt Number, a brief Account of thoſe

A 
new z#ra is commenced—new men, and new writers, will 
ſpeedily follow, and he who beſt ſeizes the ſubject which is 
now warming the cold heart, and inflaming the ſtoĩck mind 
will beſt pleaſe, will beſt ſucceed. If I ſhall be fortunate 
enough to adopt a language appropriate to the grandeur of 
the ſubject of the ſucceeding reflections, I ſhall have no 
dread of failure in any part of the deſign. Perſecution has 
had but little ſenſible ill effect on my body; on my mind, 
it has ſerved only to ſtimulate, to invigorate its powers. [ 
am animatsl at the proſpect of the new, the ſublime deſtiny 
which awaits my fellow-creatures. I wiſh my talents may be 
found, in ſome degree, to keep page with that animation. 
Without any other importunity therefore, than ſuch as 
may well accord with that deference I ſhall always bear to 
public opinion, and to public cenſure, I enter upon my 
taſk with gaiety of heart—with a preſage of encouragement. -
